Snow Plows Used To Clear Tracks 
As City Awaits Feared Ice Storm

Snow plows were brought into serv- 
ice last night for the first time in 
the memory of repair workers at the 
street car barns as the possibility of 
a recurrence of the disastrous ice 
storm which devastated Atlanta loom- 
ed with the city shivering under a 
4-inch blanket. of snow which may, 
within 24 hours, turn inte another 
crushing coating of ice. 

With the temperature well below 
the freezing point last night, Atlan- 
tans were scurrying to prepare for the 
worst. , 

Two power company snow plows, 
attached to work cars, along with 
two motored plows borrowed from the 
city and one from the county, were 
pressed into service shortly after 9 
o’clock last night in an effort to keep 
the tracks clear and prevent a lapse 
in service. The power company kept 
all cars in service during the night 
and used more than a ton of salt on 
rail switches to prevent their freezing 
up in keeping their lines open. 

Electric linemen were kept on duty 
until late last night i se of emer- 
gency, but were relea en no trou- 
ble appeared. Power company offi- 
cials reported that no car had de- 
viated more than five minutes from 
its schedule and unless some unfore- 
seen change occurred Atlantans would 
be able to ride street cars as usual 
this morning.

U. §., France, Italy To 
Discuss Great Britain’s 
View on Sizes of Vessels 


LONDON, Jan. 29.—)—The four- 
power naval conference made definite 
progress toward agreement on - 
sizes of ships and calibers of guns to- 
day when the Americans, Freach and 
Italians accepted a new British com- 
promise plan as a basie for discussion. 

The plan proposed battleships with 
a maximum of 35,000 tons, the exist- 
ing limits; 14-inch guns instead of the 
present 16-inch ones, which would be 
eliminated; and an entirely separate 
category for destroyers, placing them 
in a classification with small cruisers. 

Major reductions in naval tonnage 
saving the taxpayers real money, 
which the powers have talked about 
for several years, are now regarded by 
them as impossible because of the un- 
settled condition of world affairs and 
apan’s recent withdrawal from the 
conference.

SIR CHRISTOPHER WREN. 


A little girl in our congregation said 
one day to her mother, “Mother. what 
happened to Sir Christopher Wren? 
Mr. Newton has not preached about 
him for more than a month.” I do 
find myself referring ever and anon 
to this greatest of the English arehi- 
tects, the only person I have known 
about with so bold and yet so appro- 
priate an epitaph: Si monumentum 
requiris: Circumspice, which everyone 
who has ever entered St. Paul's ca- 
thedral will recall. 

Born October 20. 1632, Wren came 
upon the stage of England's turbulent 
17th century. During the 91 years 
of his life England had six monarchs 
and the Great Protector t> rule aver 
the troubled realm. The battles of 
Marston Moor and Naseby were lost 
and won in the struggles of king and 
parliament. Milton wrote Paradise 
Lost. Louis XIV was on the throne 
in France. Yernint was building the 
great Colonnades of St. Peter's and 
Mansart was erecting the palace of 
the Louvre. In 1665 the Great 
Plague swept over London. Two- 
thirds of the 460,000 inhabitants fled 
from the city, and nearly 70,000 per- 
ished. Then came the great fire in 
1666, sweeping the old. diseased dwell- 
ings and public buildings away, rid- 
ding London of the plague and sum- 
moning the young architect to the

tal. mas 
When Wren at last satisfied his 


mind and heart about the new St. 
Paul’s, he achieved the greatest spec- 
tacle of architecture in modern Lon- 
don and gave to the greatest city im 
the world a personality which mel- 
lows with the centuries. He planned 
53 other notable churches, but St. 
Paul's is his masterpiece. Turner 
said of St. Paul’s, “It makes London. 
Father of the English Renaissance. 
Sir Christopher Wren's master mind 
and courageous spirit moulded the 
thought patterns of his own century 
and to a very decided degree the styles 
of following centuries. Taking all 
knowledge for his province, he sought 
to fashion things both elegant and 
abiding. and thus he helped a nation 


on to God.

DISPARITY The first thing about the figures to hit the wary eye is 

the disparity between production, employment and pay 
rolls. The average of pay rolls for 1935 was 70, while production was 
90. Also the 82 index of employment may seem to be high in view o 
popular estimates that no appreciable dent has been made in unemploy- 
ment. Jie | 

Each economist has his own argument about this. It Is true that 
the heaviest production now is in lines which employ the feast labor; 
that the big labor lines, like building and coal, are lagging far behind 
(soft coal output in December was only 77 per cent normal; anthracite 
71. per cent). Also there is an uncharted growth of employables in the 
last five years and the over-ballyhooed technological unemployment phase. 

One undisputable thing is clear, These business figures are official 
government figures and presumed to be honest. But there are no fig- 
ures On unemployment, government or private. The ones which are 
being published from time to time by the A. F. of L. and others are 
admitted to be puré@ guesses. 

With all the boondoggling going on, the idea may soon occur to 
some bright young government official that it might be well to check 
and classify unemployment by industries and by areas to determine at 
least the exact scope of the problem, if not its solution. 

The official excuse here has always been that it could not be done 


accurately. 


CHART NOTES Nearly half the industries represented in employ- 

ment figures (Bureau of Labor statistics) show De- 
cember increases; 40 of the 90 showed employment gains, and 61 of 
the 90 showed total pay roll gains. Last month was the first December 
since the depression showing an increase in employment. Largest in- 
crease was in retail trade, amounting to 32 percent over November 
(about 342,000 additional employes). Most of these Christmas Jobs 
have now been lost again.

The big bulge in building contracts awarded during December was 
due to a general December 15 deadline on many appropriations.

The pictures. as a rule,. look like 
trees, bushes, flowers or hills. - They 
are formed of ice crystals, each with 
six points, and are a great deal like 
snowflakes though not exactly the 
same. 
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There may be on the other hand, 
danger in falling snow. If it comes 
heavily, as a blizzard which laste for 
hours or even days, it may cause peo- 
ple to lose their way. 

The danger of losing one’s way is 
greatest out in the open country, and 
some persons have been “turned 
around” rte a blizzard. In other 
words, they thought they were going 
one way when they really were going 
another—or_ else they lost all 
of which way they were going.

“A policy that is not limited in its 
benefits to immediate cash returns 
but seeks as well to rebuild the fer- 
tility of the soil . .. would fit in 
with the demand of agriculture for 
equality with industry,” he said.

CLEVELAND, Jan. 29.—(4)—Col-

DELAY IS EXPECTED 
FOR NEW TAX BILL 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—()—A 
suggestion that President Roosevelt 
be strongly advised to postpone the 
politically bothersome issue of new 
taxes until next session—after the 
election—today was discussed private- 
ly among influential members of con- 
gress.

ernor of Louisiana, close friend and 
political associate of the late Senator 
Huey Long, has set the political 
weather vane spinning once again in 
Louisiana, and this time there is a 
good likelihood that the Long political 
fued between this state and the Roose- 


velt administration has definitely 
come to an end, 

There is a good likelihood too, that 
the aspirations of the Rev. Gerald L. 
K. Smith, militant share-our-wealther, 
will receive still another setback, as a 
result of the death of Governor Allen. 


In order to understand the tangled 
political affairs in Louisiana, it is 
necessary to glance back at the guber- 
natorial campaign which ended last 
week in victory for the state machine. 
In this campaign, the late governor 
often expressed himself as determined 
to carry on the fight of his friend, 
Senator Long, with the national ad- 
ministration. As titular head of the 
Long machine, he also was head of 
the share-our-wealth organization, 
built up by the late senator.

With his death,- the- Roosevelt ad- 
ministration loses another opponent 
and the share-our-wealth group is cut 
off from official backing by the state

They were found buried 15 to 20 
feet under the surface of a region 
of eternal frost in the Siberian peat 
fields, the statement expleined. 

The region comprises a zone sweep- 
ing trom the Arctic across central 
Siberia to Mongolia. Ground there be- 
low the depth of six feet never thaws. 
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The academy estimated that its 


| finds, which were dug out of solid, . 
'frozen earth, were entombed at least 


3,000. years ago. 

Some of the insects and lobsters 
since their revival have given birth 
to a new generation, the announce- 
ment stated. It did not give details of 
the method of revival. 

The statement was ready to the 
all-union conference of scientists for 
the study of perpetual frosts.

PUBLIG MERIT SYSTEM 


F. D. R. Declares ‘Govern- 
ment Acts for People’ in 
Letter to Women Voters. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—(#)— 
The merit system in public appoint- 
ments was upheld as an essential of 
good government by President Roose- 
velt tonight in a letter read in a radio 
broadcast sponsored by the League of 
Women Voters. 

The program, arranged to “bring to 
the public attention the urgent need 
for the limination of the spoils sys- 
tem,” included also a speech by Secre- 
tary Roper urging special schools for 
civil service personnel and addresses 


by Mayor La Guardia, of New York, 
and Governor Fitzgerald, of Michi- 


gan. 

“Tt matters not what political party 
is in power by the elective will of 
the people,” Mr. Roosevelt wrote, “the 
government functions for all; and 
there can be no question of greater 
moment, or broader effect, than the 
maintenance, strengthening and exten- 
sion of the merit system, established 
in the competitive principles of the 
civil service act, whose 53d birthday 
is being celebrated this month.” 

Value to Solons. 

Roper suggested that lecture courses 
on the government might be of value 
to members of congress. 

“In these times of complicated leg- 
islative and administrative  pro- 
cedures,” he said, “the congress itself 
could assist its members and con- 
‘tribute to the public welfare by plan- 
ning lecture courses on the operation 
of the government and the needs of 
legislative enactments and _  adjust- 


d | ments. Unlimited experience thus far 


has proved the value of such pro- 
cedures.” 

President Roosevelt’s message was 
tread by Mrs. Harris T. Baldwin, vice 
president of the league, in the ‘ab- 
sence of Miss Marguerite M. Wells, 
the president. It follows in full: 

“T do not need to tell you as a 
leader among the public spirited wom- 
en of America, that it is most diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, for a govern- 
ment to raise and maintain in any 
field a standard higher than the pub- 
lic will support. This is why it is 
essential that national organizations 
of the character and strength of the 
National League of Women Voters 
should securé and disseminate accu- 
rate information on vital questions 
which have implicit within them, not 
alone principles of efficiency and 
economy of interest to taxpayers, but 
above that, the principles of good 
government. 

Functions for All. 

“Tt matters not what political party
